SOMEHOW, the fact that the famous names 
were being checked "leaked out," and in one in- 
stance, an overseas librarian is reported to have 
divulged information that Mark Twain had been 
given a clean bill of health and his books re- 
stored to the library shelves.

Lincoln once corresponded with Karl Marx 
whpn Marx was a correspondent for a New York 
newspaper," said one official.

Just as the world seemed to be reaching 


a new low in hopelessness, apathy and con- 
fusion', the spontaneous though short-lived 


' East German revolt set off a chain reaction 


that has not yet run its course. 
A new 


wave of sabotage and resistance was re- 
ported from Poland. Thousands of Hun- 
garian workers went on strike. The Com- 
munist mayor of Dobernitz, in Saxony, was 
^killed.

The puppet government of East Germany 
was tottering even before a grave food 
shortage menaced it, and in its own right 
jiroved to be far weaker than had been 
•uspected. 
Arson, fighting and sabotage 


sprang up In many quarters of the Soviet 
slave states. 


Winston Churchill was quick to see in all 


this an opportunity for the Western powers 
to make some hay in Moscow, feeling that 
all this trouble in the satellites has made 
the Kremlin anxious to confer with the 
West, and that this is a chance to jump at. 
At the same time he suggested that the mam 
purpose would be to listen to whatever the 
Soviets might have to say—not to make any 
offers or commitments. He believes Rus.sia 
could be made to disclose its alleged new 


, foreign policy. 


President Eisenhower on the other hand, 


has objected all along to a top level meet- 
ing with Soviet leaders. As a military man, 
however, be is not blind to the importance 
of quick changei of policy to meet unex- 
pected events. 


His decision will be awaited with fever- 


ish 
interest 
by a 
Russion - American 


group, claiming lo represent 120,000 U.S. 
citizens of Russian descent, who sent a 
committee to warn him against any deal- 
ings, or even a meeting, with Malenkov. 
They also offered suggestions for told war 
tactics, emphasizing 
the 
confusion 
in 


Moscow, of which some news has leaked 
under the Iron Curtain, as purporting to 
show that Stalin's successor is in a bad 
spot. 


The committee fears a four-power meet- 


ing would dangerously shore up Malenkov's 
slipping importance and provide a respite 
the Soviets want so badly at this point. 


The immediate consequence of the up- 


risings is that the Russians have lost the 
initiative in any diplomatic effort for a 
United Germany, and thereby strengthened 
the'case for EDC. The mass resistance of 
the East Germans will make the Kremlin- 
think again before trusting its position in 
East Germany to free elections. This seoms 
to be a time to exert more rather than less 
effort by the West to build moral and po- 
litical strength, even military, in East Ger- 
many.

A Republic, He Calls It 


Kgypt is now a republic, made 50 by 


proclamation of iti military dictator, who 
Installed himself as its first president. His 
cabinet,, naturally, includes x number of 
army officers. 


As could be surmised, there isn't even a 


pretense that Egypt has now a democratic 
government. 
A constitution is still being 


drafted and will be submitted to the peo- 
ple. They have no hand in drawing it. Yet 
it was social and economic pressures that 
sparked the many changes in Egypt. Presi- 
dent Naguib was able to stage his military 
coup only because of these changes", which 
in turn -were based on intolerable condi- 
tions. 


Politically, the new regime stands for an- 


nihilating imperialism and all its support- 
ers, which is notice to the British, who 
have already been put on notice and must 


now 
concentrate 
on 
retiring 
gracefully 


while making the best deal possible for 
themselves. 


Of greater immediate importance is the 


need for systematic battling against Egypt's 
poverty and misery. Although the repub- 
lic chooses to hold deposed King Farouk 
responsible, the situation goes much farther 
back in history. 
Everything that con- 


demned the vast majority of the people to 
poverty and ignorance must be 'counted 
among the reasons for the change. 


Naguib has set up a republic in form. 


How near it comes to actuality must de- 
pend on how far it proves to be aware of 
the necessity for changing old oppressive 
conditions, how positive is its impact on 
the anachronistic facts of Egyptian life. 
Naguib is a strong man, popular in Europe 
and in the West, and starts with almost 
everything in his favor. 


People Are Ready to Wait 


Prosperity, patience, confidence in the ad- 


ministration—these are all factors, and there 
may be others, in the general willingness to 
go along with the President on tax cutting, 
revealed by a Gallup poll. One in 6 didn't 
like the idea of extending the excess profits 
tax from July 1 to Jan. 1. More than half 
approved it. 
The rest didn't venture an 


opinion. 
The opposition can of course say 


that a cross section of United States cjtl- 
zens cannot be expected to understand taxes 
all the way, hence probably don't know how 
punisHing this tax is to business and in- 
dustry.

Be that as it may, the poll uncovered an 


even deeper patience with regard to tax 
cuts. Of those asked whether they would 
settle for a cut in individual income taxes 
next January instead of in July, virtually

opinion. There seems to be no fuel here 
for revolution. 
The general level of pros- 


perity is doubtless responsible for this lack 


of alarm or resentment among the people.

Our Errors of Immaturity 


The controlling fact, to which we must 


adjust ourselves, is that since Dr. Jlhcc has 
deprived Gen. Clark of his command au- 
thority over the South Korean troops, the 
United Nations does not now have author- 
ity to speak for the Rhee gov- 
ernment in war or peace. The 
rupture is complete. Almost 
certainly it is irreparable. 


For Dr. Rhee carried out his 


decisions behind a screen of 


, deliberate deception. In order 
. to prevent the U.N. commander 


from taking measures 1o fore- 
stall the violation of his au- 
thority and the release of the 
prisoners, Dr. Rhee gave his 
personal assurance to Gen. Clark and to 
Mr..Briggs our ambassador, that he would 
not do what he was in fact secretly get- 
ting ready to do.

td Gen. Clark that they had deliberately 
broken their promise to consult him before 
taking any unilateral action. The reason 
given for this deception was, however, as 
false and as full of guile as was the orig- 
inal promise. "Even to be consulted, how- 
ever slightly," wrote the acting prime min- 
ister, "about our own contemplated action 
would have been unbearably embarrassing 
to you." The real reason, of course, for de- 
ceiving Gen. Clark was not to save him 
embarrassment but to keep him from tak- 
ing preventive action.

Situation Unprecedented 


What, in view of all this, are to be our 


• relations with the Rhee government? The 
' situation is unprecedented, certainly in our 
experience.

Too Small for Tiro Commands 


Korea is too small a place for two con- 


tradictory military commands, for two con- 
lindictoiy military operations, and for two 
contradictory policies. The one or tho other 
—his or ours—is going to have to prevail. 
Since we cannot yield to Dr. Rhee, we arc 
compelled to assert our own authority over 
his government and over South Korea. If

In all four cases the warnings were dis- 


regarded. And in all four, it would appear, 
they were disregarded because our high 
command had too much confidence in its 
own preconceived 
ideas—as to what the 
Japanese naval strategy ought to be, as 
to what the North Koreans were up to, as 
to the unreliability of information from the 
Indian Ambassador in Peking, as to the 
sincerity of Dr. Rhce's personal attachment 
to tho United Stales government. 


If these are the errors of immaturity and 


inexperience, as indeed they are there can 
be no doubt thai we shall out crow them 
eventually. But enough is getting to be 
enough.

BONN, Germany—Three and a hall months 


after the death of Generalissimo Stalin it is pos- 
sible to reconstruct a little more of the dark 
struggle that surrounded the aging dictator as 
his life neared its end. 
Strange and unbelievable as 


it may appear, 
it is this 


struggle and ' its

and uneasy resolution which 
supply 
many 
keys 
to

Kremlin's present program. 


The picture is an elaborate 
and intricate one, pieced to- 
gether from Soviet reports, 
from veiled hints in the East- 
ern German Communist press, 
and from the studies of allied 
and German experts. 


Its principal participants are 
men of ruthless ambition with 
the added stimulus of fear, for failure can have 
deadly consequences. The prize is power and au- 
thority such as few individuals ever have exer- 
cised, power and authority 
over 800 million 


people in the Soviet bloc.

In many respects the struggle dates from the 


purges of the I930's in which Salin established 
his own unlimited priority. For the rest of his 
life the question was who would succeed him, 
not who would rule with him.

\lalenkov, "Crown Prince" 


FOR THE PURPOSES of this account, how- 


ever, it is better to begin with the 19th Com- 
munist Party Congress in Moscow last October. 
During its course Georgi M. Maienkov, pres- 
ently head of the Council of Ministers, emerged 
as the undoubted "crown prince." 


Shortly after that, it now appears, Malen- 


kov, 
about to bccin his 52nd year, made a 


surgint bid for all the broad powers that 
Stalin had held at the peak or his authority. 
Stalin still lived, but Malenkov, perhaps with 
Stalin's assistance was staking out his claims. 
Malenkov's position in the party was solid pri- 
marily through his control since 1939 of the 
party's "cadres" or elite. These in turn, and his 
own wartime experiences as an administrator, 
provided him close "ties -with many of the gov- 
ernment ministries and large sectors of the state- 
owned economy. 
His influence was less certain, however, in 


the police, foreign affairs and armed forces fields. 
Of these the police, including the MGB or Min- 
istry of State Security, were by far the most 
important to Malenkov's immediate future.

Police Important Factor 


THE MEN WHO conduct foreign affairs in the 


Soviet system for the most part are specialists 
with little direct influence 
in the Kremlin. 
Neither Andrei Vishinsky nor Maxim Litvinov 
-were members of the Politburo or inner circle, 
despite their positions as commissars or ministers 
of foreign affairs, and history seems now to have 
brushed past Viachelov Molotov. 


So far as the Armed Forces are concerned, the 


Soviet leaders long have followed thoroughly 
and skillfully the teachings of the German mili- 
tary philosopher Clausewitz, for whom Stalin 
and many others around him have had undis- 
guised respect, in keeping the army subordinate 
to the political authority. 


The police are a different matter. In the twin 
Ministries of Interior and State Security, they in- 
cluded not only the ordinary police, but the se- 
cret police, the green-capped border guards, and 
the blue-capped special troops. The latter were 
an elite army in itself not unlike the Nazi SS of 
some 400,000. It also controlled such strategic 
items as atomic research and munitions produc- 
tion.

Since the Stalin purges in the 1930's the po- 


lice had been the province o£ Lavrenti Beria, 
one of the few potential rivals of Malenkov. The 
new "crown prince" moved directly, replacing 
Beria's longtime intimate and co-worker, Gen. 
V. S. Abakumov, -wartime director of counter- 
espionage, with Semyon D. Ignatiev, one of 
Malenkov's own men from the party secretariat.

Incredible Announcement 


THIS CHANGE, probably 
accompanied 
by 


others still unrevealed,"was not announced at the 


time. Its first public indication was the incredible 
announcement Jan. 13 that nine Kremlin doctors 
had been arrested for plotting against the Soviet 
Union's military leaders. 


As the story is reconstructed now, the Doctors 
case was intended to discredit Beria and.to pro- 
vide the backdrop against which any kind of po- 
lice action by Malenkov's appointee might be 
justified as "Soviet vigilance." It is almost im- 
possible that it could have been done without 
Stalin's knowledge and probably also his ap- 
proval.

See the Handwriting 


AT THIS POINT a new factor seems to have 


been introduced. Beria, naturally was fighting 
for his life, but there are interesting suggestions 
that others who were unable to oppose Malen- 
kov singly could see the handwriting oh the 
Kremlin wall. An all-powerful Malenkov could 
dispose of any one or all of them. , 
In combinations that are not yet fully known 


they conspired to check and to hold down the 
soaring ambitions of Stalin's designated succes- 
sor. In the middle of this bitter struggle Stalin 
died. Thoughtful observers still do not rule out 
a possibility that his death may have been 
"hastened" unnaturally. 
In any case Malenkov's moral authority was 


reduced greatly and abruptly. It is interesting 
to note, as German, doctors have pointed out, that 
the communiques at the time describe Stalin 
as "unconscious," and then add the seemingly 
superfluous assertion that he had also lost his 
power of speech. No one was to benefit from 
any ringing deathbed declarations. 


At first 
it 
appeared 
that 
Malenkov had 


triumphed even in face of this aroused opposi- 
tion. At two meetings of the Party's Central 
Committee, March 6 and March 14, he was 
able to jam through much of his program, but 
the goal of complete authority eluded him. 


There emerged instead an uneasy.balance, an 


alliance born of necessity among a small num- 
ber of top leaders, none strong enough at the mo- 
ment to rule alone. 
• Surveys by the well-informed "German So- 
ciety for Eastern European Studies" in Stuttgart 
suggest that this potent clique comprises three 
men, a "troika" of Malenkov, Beria, and Nikita 
Krushchev, presently No. 1 in the party secre- 
tariat. 
Some allied sources and some other German 
experts believe this controlling clique is larger 
and less sharply defined.

Brake on Malenkov 


WHATEVER ITS LIMITS it is the pressure of 
this group that has placed a firm brake on Mal- 
enkov and laid -down in a series of revealing 
editorials the principle that no one man can hope 
to fill Stalin's place. 


One p£ the first results was the "rehabilitation" 


of Beria and the announcement early in April 
that the doctors "plot" was all a mistake. Igna- 
tiev, Malenkov's man in the MGB, was dis- 
missed summarily. 


The period of In-fighting in which this oc- 


curred -was the period also of the initial "peace 
gestures" to the West. Analyzed carefully these 
amounted to very 'little, but they were de- 
signed to turn away the lightning until the 
Kremlin could get its own affairs in order. 
This confusing interval has been succeeded 


now by a new period in which the Kremlin is 
moving with resolution and effectiveness against 
its external enemies. 


Paradoxically it is Stalin's theories that have 
provided the common ground, theories which he 
stated clearly at the party Congress last October 
yet never made effective, from fear or inde- 
cision, or preoccupation with the palace intrigues 
around him. 


Essentially, Stalin said the problem was to 


neutralize Europe, to exploit the differences 
between the Western allies, to isolate the 
United States and to lift high the banners of 
"nationalism" which the capitalist powers had 
dropped. With the U.S. out of the way, Europe 
would fall like a ripe apple into the Kremlin 
basket. 
It would be easier to dismiss all this as non- 


sense were it not for the very obvious tensions 
which are nearly paralyzing the West at this mo- 
ment, and for such ominous portents as the 
Italian electibns. However it may be described as 
"peace," it also is an "offensive," of which there 
probably will be much more.

WASHINGTON (IP)—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board has suddenly 
eased its tight money policy m a 
move it said will help the treasury 
meet huge borrowing needs with- 
out cutting into the nation's pros- 
perity. The board: announced it 
was lowering the amount of re- 
serves its member banks are re- 
quired to keep. The action was 
expected to increase bank lending 
power by about $5,780,000,000. 


A treasury spokesman said the 


treasury estimates it will have to 
borrow between $5 and $6 billion 
in the next three months, and xvill 
announce next week how it will 
do so. 


Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey said in a statement the 
Federal Reserve Board acted after 
"full 
consultation" 
with 
the 


treasury. 


THE BOARD'S ACTION con- 


cerned the percentage of demand 
deposits, such as checking 
ac- 


counts, which member banks must 
deposit as a reserve with the fed- 
eral reserve system. 


Deposits which the federal re- 


serve requires banks to hand over 
to it can neither be loaned nor in- 
vested, so the percentage of re- 
quired 
reserves 
regulates 
the 
amount banks can lend. When the 
federal reserve lowers reserve re- 
quirements, as at present, lending 
power is increased. 


UNDER THE new regulations, 


effective July 1, the 
smallest 
"country" federal reserve mem- 
ber banks may keep 13 instead 
of 14 per cent of their deposits in 


. the hands of the reserve system. 


Effective July 9, th» board said 


banks in cities with federal re- 
serve branch banks may drop 
their 
reserves to 19 instead of 


20 per cent of their dematid de- 
posits, and banks in cities with 
federal reserve district banks may 
keep 22 instead of 24 per cent of 
their deposits in reservp. Fed- 
eral reserve member banks hold 
about 85 per cent of, commercial 
deposits.
